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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, specifically U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2003/0046404 to O'Neill et al. (O'Neill) and U.S. Patent No. 7,099,681 to O'Neill 
(0'Neill681), does not expressly teach or render obvious the invention as recited in 
independent claims 7, 14 and 20. 

The prior art teaches a system for session initiation protocol communications on 
a server [p. 3, paragraph 0047 of O'Neill], setting a time period [col. 1 1 , line 62 - col. 12, 
line 28 of 0'Neill681] for terminating support for session initiation protocol 
communications on said server [col. 1 1 , lines 47 - 63 of 0'Neill681], sending a service 
unavailable message [p. 5, paragraph 0064 of O'Neill] to the client [p. 5 paragraph 0064 
of O'Neill], in response said client providing support for communications with a different 
server [p. 2, paragraph 0022 of O'Neill], the server maintaining support [col. 20, lines 42 
- 60 of 0'Neill681], until no later than the expiration of said time period for terminating 
support [col. 16, lines 27 - 63 of 0'Neill681], for uncompleted session initiation protocol 
invites accepted by said server [col. 1 1 , lines 20 - 32 of 0'Neill681] before sending said 
service unavailable message to said client [col. 16, lines 27 - 63 of 0'Neill681], and 
terminating support for session initiation protocol communications on said server [p. 3, 
paragraph 0048 of O'Neill]. However, the prior art does not teach a server informing the 
client of the time period for terminating support together with the service unavailable 
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message and the client deleting the server from a list of stream control transmission 
protocol associations until expiration of the time period for terminating support. 

In addition, it is not believed to have been within the level of one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to modify or integrate the system of the prior art to 
incorporate the features of a server informing the client of the time period for terminating 
support together with the service unavailable message and the client deleting the server 
from a list of stream control transmission protocol associations until expiration of the 
time period for terminating support as recited in the context of claims 7, 14 and 20.
